Doaens of city rer^iionts report/©d Boe¬ 
ing a mystorlous '‘unidentified flying 
object” over Halifax Tuesday night. 
Described as a “be.?,! of lire v;lth a 
flaming tall" or "soinothins like a 
rookot vrlth twin Jot a", the LIFO was 
seen generally at about 4,40 p.ioc 

Comnercial air officials and RCAF and 
RCN authorities said the UTO ha.d 
nothing to do v?lth thorn. They also 
said they had made no sightings. "We 
haven’t a clue*’ said a oontrol-to\ver 
official at the international airport. 
An RCN Bxjokeaman said it could have 
been a weather balloon from Bona- 

venture. Burt, he added "it would not 
have a tall of fire," 

A possibility fnat the UFO may have 
been a "leonld meteor"—often seen in 
the s1cy at this tiiae of year—was dls- 
oduntod by a city astronomer when told 
that the object had been seen for five 


minutes, "A meteorite would have fad' 
after 30 seconds', he said. 

Two Halifax men hunting in the Kuaquo 
dobolt area sa\/ the UFO at about 4,45 
p.ra. Arthur Hickey, 7^ Bloomfield 3t 
who was hunting vrlth companion, Bert 
Whitman, 966 Roble Street, said the 
UFO looked like a bc.ll of fire with a 
long flaming tall, 

"V /0 thought it was a plane on fire," 
he sAld, "It was in the sky for abou 
five minutes then it started to dis¬ 
appear gradually and then suddenly dl 
ir.'tograted. The ball was white and 
the tail orange, 

ivjjother viewer—who requested to be a- 
unidentified as the object— said it 
waa a "pointed object" vrith "two 
etreama of flames." Ho was standing 
in Spring Garden Road when he saw the 
UFO flying In a westerly direction at 
about 4*50 p»Tn, 

"It had 3ica3.1 things like wings stick 
ing out of the side—It i.ooked like 
a :rooket of evme type," 

A woman, who was standing in Agrioola 
Street, also saw the UFO at 4,50 p,m« 
She said it was travelling in a north 
westerly direction and looked like a 
ball of flame in the sky, 

A fourth viewer concurred with the 
sighting of the two hunters. Ho said 
it cam© down "slowly" and then "oeeme 
to disintegrate," 

Host of the sightings vfero reported 
looking into the setting sun. The RC, 
(i^yal Canadian Navy) npokesman added, 
"if it was a balloon, the sun may hav 
reflected off its luminous surface 
clianglng It into an orange color,"

It camo from the North making a curve 
to the .'Last, It had a flashing red 
light at regular Intervals, was quite
